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altho I had directed that they should be at Camp‘ Fusil on or before the 25**’ 
so that instead of Ridir\g half the Journey as is usual we shall have to make use 
of our L^s, no Joke after the labour &■ hardship we shall under;go in^ttir\g 
across the hundreds of Channels of Iced Water throu^ the Battures and the 
Mountains of Snow we have to scale and wade throu^ with heavy loads ... 
Put the Boats en Casche on the Isbnd and distributed our amopgifve 

people amountlqg with their own property and provisions to about 6o lbs. p 
Man. Left foe Boat Encamp* at 2 P.M. proceeded forou^ a Swamp of about 
3 Miles In Iced Water then across the first point of Woods 6 Miles foe walkir\g 
exceedir\gly bad; forded foe River twice and Encamped on foe Baturc at Sun 
Set. Four of our people fell behind and Encamped in foe Point of Woods 
beir^ unable to keep up with us. 

Saturday, April 23** The people who were left behind last njght arrived about 
Sun rise this momlr^ when after ^lvir\g foe Camp a Dram (which they rK)w 
frequently require on account of foe extreme coldness of foe Water we have 
to Wade forou^) we all started; after havir^ made about 4 Miles on foe 
Batture or Flats we halted for some of foe people who had fallen behind and 
when they made their appearance we discovered that foe Blacl^uard Iroquois 
had on our departure broached foe of which all partook except a few of 

my own Crew and about half a Doz. of them were so drunk that they could 
not come on. We proceeded alxxrt: 3 Miles forfoer and stopped for Breakfast 
... to mark my displeasure of foe conduct of our people this Day I knocked a 
Hatchet into foe head of our Rum Keg and dashed foe contents Into foe 
River which I have no doubt drew lamentations from some of them ... We 
forded foe River 41 times In the course of to Day ... 

Sunday, April 24**’ Keen Frost durir^ foe and foe Still Water & ed^ of 
foe River covered with thin Ice ... had to Ford foe River 17 times before 6 A. 
M.; some of foe people were so benumbed with Cold that on ^ettir^ out of 
the Water they actually could not stand; entered foe Woods of foe b|^ Hill 
and found foe Snow deep and soft we however with ^reat bbour made a 
couple of Miles and put up for breakfast drenched with perspiration altho'
